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On 1/16/85, it was determined from personnel at 
NORTHWEST ORIENT AIRLINES (NWO), Milwaukee, that only one 
black female boarded Flight #702 to Miami; arrival 1:55 p.m. 
(EST). NWO boarding agents stated that she had long black 
hair, held with a large, bright-multicolored scarf, heavy 
makeup, wore a light colored coat and carried some type of 
bag. No British accent was noticed. A boarding agent located 
her ticket which was in the name of A round 
trip ticket was issued on 12/29/84 by MUNDY TOURS, NASSAU 
LTD., Nassau, Bahamas through EASTERN AIRLINES (ticket number 
007-3628~-847-607) to depart Nassau 12/30/84 to Miami on 
BAHAMAS AIRLINES and connect with NWO to Milwaukee. Return 
to Miami and Nassau was an open return. The ticket indicated 
four pieces of luggage, weight 85 pounds, on leaving Nassau. 
To the best of the boarding agent's recollection, this 
female's ticket did not have any baggage stubs stapled to it. 
NWO baggage agents also could not recall any black female 
checking baggage on NWO Flight #702. During preboarding, 
this female was observed to be quite nervous.

#702 was the correc Teht to Miami, and Flight #714 was 
a Tampa/Ft. Lauderdale transfer from Flight #702. 


Having missed the flight at Miami and based on 
source information that the courier was to immediately return 
on the evening of 1/16/85, Milwaukee covered three direct 
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flights from Miami to Milwaukee with the assistance of 
Milwaukee County Sheriff's Department's dog teams. The 
suspect was not observed.
